The SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION section of the Appeal Brief, filed 7/19/04. lacks numerous page and line number 
citations for claim limitations. For example, only 2 of the 5 formulas that define claimed nucleotide compounds in instant 
claim 1 are pointed to in said SUMMARY. Also, no page and line number is set forth for the V parameter in claim 1. 
Similarly, the method claims, such as claim 21. cites 5 formulas for which each should be pointed to by page and line 
number. Also, parameter "y" in claim 21 lacks page and line number citation. Page and line number citations for numerous 
dependent claim limitations are also lacking in said SUMMARY. 
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
